Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gibbs 
(US patent # 5.085,640) (Gibbs). 

3. With regard to claim 1, Gibbs discloses (figures 1-57) a self-destructing syringe 
the purpose of which is to prevent subsequent re-use (abstract). Said syringe 
comprises a cylindrical part (94 and 126) or cap, the body (61) of the syringe and a 
series of edges (62). or projecting elements on the outer wall of the body of the syringe, 
a breakable plunger (63-67, 267), with a cavity (263) in the upper part to house the 
needle.
